Persons with Opioid Use Disorder Receiving MAT 


Medication Assisted Treatment (MAT) for substance use disorders continues to be a focus for the Division of Behavioral Health. MAT is primarily focused on the 
treatment of alcohol use disorders and opioid use disorders. The charts below show the total number of persons in “active” treatment by month and the percentage 


provide MAT services through local grants or other funding sources not found in the available data. 
Note: This data is refreshed at the beginning of each month. The data is lagged by three months in order to allow Medicaid and DMH billing to occur.
